The co-operation article, which is quite 
lengthy, was adopted unanimously,

vides for an assessmont of 2 cent« per mouth 
from each member of local assemblies, 
the 
money to bo invested by the co-operative 
board, and the profits to be divided equally 
between the general assembly, the workmen, 
and a newly-created co-operative fund. 
It 
increases the powers of the general l*oard in 
m any ways. 
It gives the board full author­ 
ity to settle all strikes and disputes, whether 
sanctioned by the lw>ard or not. 
The basis of 
representation has been fixed at one delegate 
for each 8,990 members or m ajority fraction 
thereof of each district, local, national or un­ 
attached assembly. 
The term for which offi­ 
cers m ay Is-elected has been fixed at tw o 
years, and the conqieiwitiou for officers’ serv­ 
ices w ill bo fixed by the general assembly 
when the officer is elected. 
The new instrument provid •■« that any 
trade or calling m ay form a national trade 
assembly by giving at least three months’ no­ 
tice to each local assembly—the entire mem­ 
bership of which is composed of such trade — 
to nttend a convention for the purpose of 
form ing such national assembly. 
It w ill re­ 
quire at least a two third vote *,i tie* local as­ 
semblies to obtain a charter fo r a natiooul 
trade assembly, and then it is optional with 
jeiioral board to grant it.
